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@f all the former Commission staff members, ~werhaps Liewteler has been 
loudest and longest in his csllmor for the reslease of secret documents, His 
clsmmor is such that the press has come to believe it. Few things serve his 
personsl interest less. He is neither foolish nor serious} Je is getting away 
with it, as Congressmen Ford, President /ohnson and an assortment of uninformed 
columnists and sother apologists for what the government did that cannot be 
excused ere getting away with complaints that no "new “evidence has been 
adduced. This is both untrue and entirely immaterial, There is nothing wrong with 
an enormous volume of evidence thet wes simply ignored. 

Michael J. Berling wrote s series of artic#es for the New York "Post" 
under the title "The Warren Report and its Critics". From the title one might 
assume that Berlin analyzes the Report. “6 does not, he didn't intend to, and in 
vuewing me he made it clesr his interest and thet of fie eaice was in those 
writing critically about the Report, not its content or research to determine 
the validity of criticism or the lack of it. Berlin's is a "sage" format. From 
his typographic FPASSHEHEX Olympus he can assault end insult the "critics" as 
though he had done the reequisite work required to velidate an intelligent 
opinion of what they had done. 

To Liebeler, however, he was the benevolent Zeus. 

"The third avenue to a new inquiry, "Berlin wrote, in concludin: the
